AT  PLANTING  TIME — 5  pounds  Raw  Bone  Meal,  1 
pound  Muriate  of  Potash  and  5  pounds  of  Wizard  Sheep 
Manure.  Mix  thoroughly  and  apply  at  the  rate  of  1 
pound  to  each  hill  working  the  fertilizer  well  into  the  soil. 
No  fertilizer  should  come  in  direct  contact  with  tubers. 

AUGUST  TOP  DRESSING — IV2  pounds  Bone  Meal 
(preferably  steamed  bone  as  it  is  quicker  in  acting),  4 
pounds  Wizard  Sheep  Manure  and  %  pound  Muriate  of 
Potash.  Mix  and  then  scatter  around  plants,  keeping  at 
least  8  inches  away  from  stalk.  Cultivate  top  soil  con¬ 
tinually  but  not  deeply.  Water  thoroughly  and  frequently.
